'Militaristic' Bogyman 


Something new has been addeJ 


to the usual election-year argu- 
ments, even at this early date. It 
is the question of "militarists" and 
military influence in government. 
We'll be hearing more of it, too, 
whether or not a military man is 
one of the presidential candidates. 


A group of 
21 distinguished 


scientists, educators, authors and 
clergymen is the latest to tee off 
on "the present trend toward mili- 
tary control of our institutions." 
The 21, including Prof. Albert 
Einstein, have fired a blast at 
universal military training. 
In 


the course of it, they have some 
hard words to say about military 
men in policy-making posts. 


Secretary of State 
Marshall, 


they say, "conducts his 
foreign 


policy as a soldier would do in 
dealing with the enemy." They 
point out that other military men 
are in the State Department, that 
Admiral Leahy is close to the 
President, 
that 
UN 
Delegate 


Warren Austin was "the military's 
enthusiastic supporter" while in 
Congress, and that military funds 
are being used to finance scientific 
research in the nation's colleges 
and universities.

Further, they 
are 
concerned 


ever the government's industrial 
mobilization plan, and the "favora- 
ble publicity" that the Army gets 
in the nation'• press, and the use 
of Boy Scout* in the Army re- 
cruiting program. History shows, 
they say, that militarism leads to 
war and loss of personal freedom. 


Let us take up the last charge 


ftrst, as it applies to thie United 
States. Since the" Revolution, we 
have fought six more-or-less snajor 
wars: the War of 1812, under 
James Madison's presidency; the 
Mexican War under Polk; the 
Civil War under Lincoln; the War 
with Spain under McKinley, and 
the two World Wars under Wilson 
and Franklin D. Roosevelt 


Madison, Polk, Lincoln and Mc- 


Kinley were lawyers 
and 
poli- 


ticians. Wilson 
and Roosevelt 


practiced law briefly. Wilson was 
president of Princeton and gov- 
ernor of New Jersey before he 
occupied the White House. Roose- 
velt held a succession of political 
offices. Not on* of the secretaries 
of state was a professional soldier, 
either.

The specter of "militarism" dis- 


turbs the aleep of some of our most 
intelligent, well-meaning citizens. 
The last war put some 14,000,000 
men and women into uniform. It 
naturally focused some public at- 
tention on men who commanded 
them.

In determining the value of your 
property, the first step is valuation 
jy the local assessor. 
Personal 
property is valued each year 
by 
the assessor as of April 1. In other 
words, it is the amount of corn in 
the crib livestock on the farm, 
money in the bank on the par- 
ticular date of April 1 that is sub- 
ject to assessment and taxation. 


Real estate is valued once every 
'tour years at what is known as the 
quadrennial assessment. According 
to law the assessor in every "quad- 
rennial year" is supposed person- 
ally to examine and assess every 
piece of land and 
the improve- 
ment thereon. 1947 was the quad- 
rennial year in all of the township 
organized counties. 
1946 was the 
quadrennial year in the 
17 com- 


mission counties. In the three 
years between each quadrennial 
assessment, the assessor is respon- 
sible for adding the valuation of 
new construction or improvements 
and for taking off value where 
property 
has 
been 
destroyed 
through fire or other cause.

After the assessor has completed 
his asssesnients, and has deter- 
mined a value on each piece of real 
estate and personal property, then 
the assessments are supposed to 
be published so that 
each prop- 
erty owner can compare assess- 
ment of his property with the as- 
sessments of other similar prop- 
erties to determine whether he has 
been fairly assessed. 


If any property owner feels that 
he has been unfairly assessed, he 
has the right to a hearing before 
the Board 
of Review, and the 
Board of Review has the power 
to revise the assessment of any 
individual piece of property if the 
property owner can establish that 
his assessment was unfair. 


It has been the law for many 
years that the assessors shall as- 
sess at the full, fair cash value of 
the property. In practice, however 
assessments 
by local assessors 
have always been at less than full 
value and the fraction of full value 
at which property has been as- 
sessed has varied "from township 
to township and from county 
county. 
to 


This lack of uniformity of as- 
sessment between townships with- 
in a county still results in a very 
unfair distribution of the tax bur- 
den in the case of local govern-

ments whose territory 
includes 
more than one township 
For ex- 
ample if a property actually worth 
510,000 is assessed at $5,000 in one 
township and a property actually 
worth $10,000 is assessed at $2,500 
in another 
township and 
both 
properties are in same school dis- 
trict, then the property assessed 
at $5,000 will p%y twice as much 
school tax as the property assessed 
at 52,500, although the properties 
are in face of equal value. 


The county boards of review have 
the power to correct this inequal- 
ity of assessment by equalizing as- 
sessments between townships. In 
other 
words, in the illustration 
above, they could cut every as- 
sessment in the township where 
the $10,000 property was assessed 
at $5,000 in half so that proper- 
ties in that township would be on 
the same basis as in the other 
township where $10,000 properties 
were assessed at 32,500. They can 
do this without notice to the prop- 
erty owners. 


Next week's column will describe 
how assessed values are raised to 
so-called 100 per cent values.

The 
greatest 
pandemic 
of 


modern times was the 1918-19 epi- 
demic of influenza, from which 
millions of persons in this and 
other countries of the world died, 
and many more 
millions were 


critically ill. Whether the world 
will again be subject to such a 
devasting epidemic no otia knows. 
It has never been determined just 
what was the responsible organism 
m that pandemic. 
It is widely 


believed, however, that the milder 
flu epidemic which appear off and 
on are not of the same type as the 
deadly epidemic of 191S. 


There are two types of flu which 


appear frequently in our midst. 
Influenza A 
and 
Influenza B. 


Each is caused by different virus. 
Before continuing the discussion 
further, it should be stated that 
viruses are ultra-microscopic or- 
ganisms which are much smaller 
than bacteria, and which can pass 
til rough an extremely fine filter 
which 13 capable of straining out 
bacteria. They are responsible for 
many diseases of plants, animals, 
and man. 


Influenza A tends to recur in 


epidemics every two or three years, 
while influenza 
B 
appears 
at 


longer intervals, 
usually 
about 


every four or five years. 
The 


armed forces of the U. S. were 
extremely anxious to have an ef- 
fective vaccine against influenza 
after their bad experience with 
the disease following World War 1. 
A tremendous amount of work bv 
top flight research scientists went 
into the effort to produce such a 
vaccine. 
Finally, 
vaccine 
was 


developed, and millions of service 
men were injected-apparently with 
good results. There were a num- 
ber of occassions in which flu out- 
breaks occurred in civilian areas 
where troops were stationed, xvith- 
out a similar outbreak occuring in 
military personnel. 
More recent 


experience ha* not been quite so 
favorable, apparently because of 
still other types of influenza for 


which no protective vaccine is at) 
yet available. 


The question is often asked *•« 


to whether given individuals 01 
groups 
should 
be 
immunized 


against influenza. 
As yet, out 


answer must be equivocal. 
The 


exact length of time the prftso 
vaccine protects an individual is 
not known- perhaps six months, 
perhaps a year or longer. 
When 


there is no threat of an influenza 
vaccine - such as in the current 
period—U is doubtful 
if 
wide- 


spread 
immunization 
should 
b( 


recommended. It might seem bet- 
ter to wait until there was reason 
to believe an epidemic was at 
hand, before widespread immuni- 
zation is advised. 
Even tlu-n. it 


must be remembered that 
the 


present vaccine protects against 
types A tuid B influenza alone, 
and it may be some time before 
we know how many kinds of flu 
attack mankind, and from which 
we need protection.

We are entitled to assume, or so 


it seems to me. that Washington's 
release and

Bcvin's 


speech represent concerted action 
by the two major western powers. 
One object is to inform the world, 
not only the. democracies but the 
peoples of the Russian sphere of 
.domination, concerning the true 
state of affairs. The other would 
seem to be to impress Moscow that 
the western allies mean business. 
Writing of these methods from 
Washington, John Hightower, AP 
diplomatic reporter, says: 


Time to Talk Plain 


"There are some here in high 


places who feel that such tactics 
can do no good and may do con- 
siderable harm. • But most officials 
seem convinced that the time has 
come for unvarnished language. 
They reason that if there is any 
merit in the theory 
that 
only 


American power can block Russian 
domination of Europe, then that 
power should be openly applied in 
understandable words as well as 
action." 


Bevin is noted for the bluntness 


of his speeches but yesterday's 
broadside at Russia is the heaviest 
he has delivered in public since he 
became foreign secretary. 
One 


of his thrusts precipitated a scene 
in the House of Commons in- 
volving the two Communist mem- 
bers, Willie Gallachcr and Philip 
Piratin. 
Bevin set them to shout- 


ing in protest when he said: 


Seek Western Alignment 


"One of the first objects 
of 


Soviet and Communist policy is to 
prevent the 
European 
recovery 


program from succeeding. 
But I 


do not see why I should be a 
party .to keeping Europe in chaos 
and distress." 


It wasn't made clear just why 


the two Reds should have pro- 
tested this, in view of the 
fact 


that the Bolshevists have publicly 
proclaimed that they are out to 
defeat the Marshall plan. 


Bevin also announced plans for

LEADS IX POLLS 


New 
York, 
Jan. 24—(AP) — 


Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower was 


leading both the Fortune and Gal- 
lup presidential polls when he an- 
nounced yesterday his withdrawal 
"from the political scene." 


The latest Fortune survey of 


public opinion, made public last 
night, showed the general to be 
the only one of six possible Re- 
publican candidates for the pres- 
idency who would be favored over 
President Truman if the race were 
held now. 


The survey, conducted by Elmo 


Roper shortly before Henry A. 
Wallace announced his third party 
candidacy, showed that 48 per cent 
of the persons canvassed favored 
Eisenhower and 34 per cent Pres- 
ident Truman, with the others un- 
decided. 


The comparable figures for oth- 


er possible GOP c o n t e n d e r s 
against Truman, were: 


Truman (43) vs. Gov. Thomas 


E. Dewey (40). 


Truman (42) vs. Gen. Douglas 


MacArthur (38). 


Truman (40) vs, Harold E. Stas-

Truman (42) vs. Gov. Earl War- 


ren (31). 


Truman (52 vs. Sen. Taft (R- 


Ohio) (27). 


The American Institute of Pub- 


lic Opinion said Wednesday that 
Eisenhower would lead both Taft 
and Dewey in public preference if 
one were entered now in a three- 
way race with the president and 
Wallace. 


Dr. George Gallup, Institute di- 


rector, said the persons polled ex- 
pressed preference as follows: 


In a Truman - Eisenhower-Wal- 


lace race: Truman 40 per cent; 
Eisenhower 47. and Wallace 6. 


In a Truman - Dewey - Wallace 


race: Truman. 46 per cent; Dewey, 
41. and Wallace 7.
